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Commissioners’ Dismissal 


Was Richly Deserved 


With the resolution which relieved Commissioners Bouillon and 
Butchart of their official positions at the city hall, representative 
government is restored in the municipality of the city of Edmonton 
and the power to direct the legislative affairs of the city replaced 
where it belongs—in the hands of the men elected by the ratepayers 
to perform that duty. 

That the commissioners richly deserved the dismissal which the 
resolution provided will scarcely be disputed by anyone who has 
looked at the long-drawn controversy from the point of view of the 
city’s best interests. , 

Mr. Butchart’s offense, being the lesser, can be most easily 
described. It has been that of allowing himself to be the willing tool 
of a clever but designing man, and with a surveillance which could 
scarce be credited in any human being of the full age of twenty-one 
years, he has permitted and allowed himself to be used as a Man 
Friday and made to serve the ends of Mr. Bouillon at no matter what 
the cost to himself or to the city. His dismissal was made neces- 
sary by the weakness which he has shown in making his service to 
the city contingent upon its satisfactoriness to Mr. Bouillon. 

Mr. Bouillon’s offense against the city has been a violation of 
every precedent 4nd a reversal of every rule which should apply to a 
hired man, Clinging to an office in which he was not welcome, he 
has not hesitated to resort to any recourse to maintain his grip, 
and he has used the interim which a resort to the courts allowed, to 
throw in the face of his employers every indignity that it was 
within his power to hurl. In his insane desire to get into the spot- 
jight he has not hesitated to parade what he alleged to be his own 
greatness and has been as ready to divest those who should have 
been his co-workers in the service of the city of any shred of credit 
for duty well done. Mr. Bouillon has been impossible, and the worst 
of it all is that he does not know it. His temperament, his mental 
©-quipment, his bellicousness, his egotism, make him valueless as a 


DYhlic servant and discount whatever ability he may have or may 


E 


lay'clajm to as a civic official. His incompatibility is insuperable. 

Buk the fact of Mr. Bouillon’s presence in the city hall, even 
: though 1 has cost the city dearly in loss of dignity and has made 
Edmonton ridiculous in the eyes of the world, has not been alto- 
wether without profit to the city. 0 

It at least has shown the pitfalls of the charter under which it 

has been attempted to administer the affairs of the city. 

When a man employed to do the bidding of the ratepayers, as 
‘iced through their elected representatives, can upset the whole 
1eme of things and involve the city in such entanglements, can. 

at defiance the very men who should hold his tenure of office 

in their control, and can usurp the power to frustrate the ends 
and aims of those whom common-sense dictates should be in 
authority over him, the evidence is plain on the face of it that the 
charter under which this is possible is too faulty to .be longer 


tolerated. 
The sooner such a charter is torn up and consigned to the wasie 


basket the better for the city. 
But in the meantime, it is well for the city that Mr. Bouillon is 


out of office.
